THE IMMIGRATION LAW. 


Among the negative accomplishments of the pres- 


ent congress which will be put down to its credit 
is the refusal to weaken the immigration aw so as 
to admit large numbers of Immigrants to the Lmted 
States from certain foreign countries who are not 
eligible to come in under present restrictions. Demand 
to have the bars let down was vociferous from Xew 
York and other places where the foreign population 
is already larger than It should be; but the opposition 
of the west and .south prevented this being done. 


\t the same time, provision is being made for in- 


creased funds to be used by the labor department in 
patrolling the Canadian and Mexican borders to pre- 
vent unlawful smuggling of aliens across the line 
into this country. That will be necessary to make 
the Johnson law effective, us several hundred thous- 
and persons from Europe and Asia are believed to 
have come in illegally during the last two years by 
one or the other of those routes. A good many have 
also got in by registering as seamen on ships and de- 
serting at the first American port 


The specious plea has been frequently reiterated 


that Uncle Sam should practice a more humane policy 
by allowing an alien already here to bring in his wife 
and children, his parents, and his brothers and sisters. 
It that were permitted, as soon as a foreigner hart 
gained admittance, whether lawfully or unlawfully, he 
would then be entitled to send for half a dozen to a 
dozen more of his immediate relatives, and America 
would have to receive and support them. 


This nation is under no obligation whatever to as- 


sume the responsibility for problems of oven-opula- 
tion existing elsewhere in the world. Its duty lo its 
own people is to see that no such situation shall he 
allowed to-devclop here in the immediate future. The 
American standard of living- cannot bo maintained 
indefinitely against a swarming invasion from the old 
•world. We have tariffs to keep out tho cheap goods 
of other countries, and it would not be fair to our 
people -who pay these tariffs m higher prices of 
domestic products to let tho manufacturers who ar- 
gettlng the benefit increase their advantage by bring- 
ing in cheap laborers to replace American workmen. 


After all, however, the policy of restricting immi- 


gration -which the United States has adopted is based 
on a more vital consideration than what the effect 
may be on labor and wages. The primary purpose of 
that policy Is to keep the country from being split up 
into a number of different racial groups and 
thus 


tending to promote national disunity. Its object is to 
preserve and perpetuate distinctively American con- 
ditions, sentiments, ideals, and traditions, which 
in 


some of the large cities are less in evidence than they 
ought to be. 


In short, what this country has sought to gel 


away from by means of thr Johnson law is to halt the 
influx of foreigners so that those already here may 
become more fully Americanized. Our senators, con- 
gressmen, and other public officials have been com- 
pelled to cater too much to the German vote, the 
Italian vote, the Polish vote, and the vote of other 
nationalities concentrated in colonies. So long as large 
additional contingents o£ these various nationalities 
were allowed to come every jear, each bloc became 
more potential m a political way. That is why^ Xew 
York congressmen and senators are so insistent now 
on reopening the gates to Immigrants. They are under 
the thumb of constituencies dominated by the foreign 
elements; consequently, their attitude docs not reflect 
the American viewpoint. 


The United States cannot be held responsible for 


the voluntary separation of married couples abroad, 
or of parents from their children, or of brothers and 
sisters from each other, -where one emigrates to this 
country within the quota limit of his nationality and 
leaves the others behind. It is up to the foreign "ov- 
crnment to see that these people have a < hance to 
become reunited, by -iving- the relatives of previous 
emigrants the preference In making up subsequent 
quotas. America would prefer to have families come 
instead of individuals; but It Is not willing to let 
them in after tho whole quota has been otherwise 
exhausted.

SOME MORE BLUNDERING. . 


Mr. Kellogff's decision to submit tho conditional

tions' council suggested America should sc~3 ^ rep- 
resentative to a meeting at Geneva, where the reserva- 
tions which the United St tcs desires accepted, shall 
be considered and discussed. This was equivalent to 
waving a red flag in Mr. Kellogg's face. 
Mindful of 


the president's sentiments, the secretary of state has 
bluntly informed the league America will have noth- 
ing to do with such an arrangement but will lake 
up the question of'American participation through the 
channel of correspondence. It may take a year, or two 
years, Or much longer before final acceptance of the 
reservations can be secured. Time is of no conse- 
quence. It is really immaterial to the administration 
whether the. United States is 
represented in Jie 


court. On the contrary the suspicion is growing- that 
Mr. Cooildg-e and his friends would like to be rid of 
court issue, and will be most grateful if some of the 
members of the organization will refuse to accept the 
American conditions. 


The trouble in this, as well as in all other instances, 


results from the silly refusal to recognize- the real 
facts. The world court is an adjunct of the league. 
When Mr. Cooiidsrp and Mr. Kellogg insist they will 
have nothing- to do with it, and at the same time ad- 
vocate American membership in the world court, they 
are closing their eyes to the truth. The world court is 
an adjunct of the league. Membership of the court is 
passed on by the 
league. Its 
activities originate 


through the league. It was perfectly natural the league 
should suggest a meeting to pass upon the American 
reservations, which were to be approved if this coun- 
try accepted membership. The blunt rejection of the 
league's good oti'ices will not increase the kindly feel- 
uig for America abroad. 


HARNESSING NATIVE POWER. 


The Dominion ot Canada experienced a tremendous 


expansion in hydro-electric power during the psfst 
year and in a bulletin on this subject the jCanadian 
Bank of Commerce of Toronto says: "Of the aggregate 
new energy created in 1925 approximately 450,000 
horsepower was developed 
primarily for 
industria.1 


plants and. of course, coincides with the establishment 
of new industiies or extensions of existing mills and 
mines." 


It is a known fact that the development of hydro- 


electric power is adding more to the wealth of the 
people than any other single agency. This is because 
it lessens cost and the amount saved in fuel is just 
that much saved to be added to the common wealth. 
The advances made in the south during the last de- 
cade have been coincident with the development of 
this power and the influence exerted has been not 
only financial, but educational and spiritual. 


Nebraska has made considerable progress in recent 


years in tho development of its latent water power, 
this being- notably so along the Blue river, but scarce- 
ly more than a beginning has been made. A plant is 
about to be installed on the Xiobrara, but there is 
room for many more on that stream, probably the 
swiftest in the state. It is capable, ot" de\ eloping al- 
most unl* -uted power.

NEBRASKA'S HIGHER RANK. 


Nebraska mounted « notch higher in 1023 in its 


ranking among the oilier states of the union in re- 
spect to the total value of its farm production, the 
annual statistical report of the state department of 
agriculture which was Issued Friday, show*. The fig- 
ures compiled by A. E. Anderson, crop statistician, put 
Nebraska in fifth place among the^agrlcultural states. 
In 1924 this state ranked sixth. 


The surprising feature of the report is that in the 


face of this -advance, the figures show very 1^1- 
terial reductions in total value of those crops which 
have long been considered the backbone of this state's 
agricultural prosperity. The value of the 1925 corn 
crop was in round figures $30,000,000 less than tho 
value of the 1924 crop. Likewise the value of last 
year's winter wheat crop dropped $45,000,000 below 
that of the previous year. Other reductions were: 
oats, $2,000,000^ hay, 54,000,000; and sugar beets. $1,- 
000,000. The only increase shown in this part of the 
report, is in the potato crop, the value of which in- 
creased two million dollars over that of 1924. 


In computing Nebraska's rank a comparison was 


made between the total value of the farm production 
of the other states and the value of Nebraska's farm 
production. Undoubtedly the other leading agrir-.iltural 
states suffered decreases in the values of their con, 
wrftjat and oats crops as did this state. The extent 
of those decreases no doubt had their influence in 
enabling this state to step into a higher rank. Though 
on the face of it that would seem to detract from 
the credit that is due Nebraska, that very fact offers 
the greatest reason for satisfaction and entourage- 
moot. 


The report shows that tho value of this state's 


dairy products Increased six million dollars over that 
of 1924. The value of all poultry produce increased 
three million dollars over that of tho previous year. 


Here undoubtedly is tho real factor that n 


possible the hisrher ranking of Nebraska. Since 1922 
Nebraska farmers have turned more and more o* 
their attention to dairying and poultry raising. They 
are- 'now beginning to realize that although com ami 
wheat are the big crops, they cannot bo depended upon "on-time.

sections than in Lincoln. A large percentage of the 
owners of homes have gone to heavy expense to pro- 
vid_e proper setting-s for the houses which h vc been 
constructed. Careful watering of shrubber- and trees 
111 the next few days will protect against loss.

that the oil baron was without the saving grace of a 
sense of humor, the statement which he issued at the 
time of his re-registration would have given rise to 
the suspicion he was really trying 'o keep'his former 
political friends.

"I have registered as a republican for the first

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NUTS AS A PROTEIN FOOD. 
Last week I gave you two recipes for dishes made with nuts as the 


protein foundation. I hope you will try them and like them and will use 
nuts often as your protein Course. 
You know, of course, that it is highly important to get your pro- 


tein allowance, for protein is that element which is absolutely necessary 
to build and repair the tissues 'o£ the body. After adulthood there 
is 


always the need for dally repair (and some building of tho new cells of 
the tissues such as the blood and outer skin that ned new cells.) Before 
growth Is finished naturally there is greater need for protein than af- 
terward. I had better say, a larger need. 
No matter what kind of a diet you go on, if it is for any length of 


time, you must see that you have your daily quota of protein. How much 
is it''Well, for adults, the Chittenden standard is approximately one and 
one half calories of protein for each pound of normal weight. This used 
to be considered too low and still is considered low by some nutrlt.on 
experts. 
This means about 250 C.'s to 350 C.'s a day, the amount de- 


pending on the size, frame, and age, not the activities. For increased 
activities you have to increase the carbohydrates—the starches 
ana 


sugars—and the fats, for they are the activity, or fuel foods. 


Children, as you can readily see, need more protein per pound 01 body 


weight daily than do adults. Holt found that at the age of one yesr. 
the protein taken averages 
seven 
calories per pound 
of the baby B 


weight. This gradually diminishes to four and one-half calories by tne 
time the child Is six "years of age, and remains about this figure 
or 


slightly below, until full growth Is reached. 
The protein foods are: 


flesh foods, (meat, fish and fowl) eggs, milk, cheese, nuts and legumes. 
Grains and other vegetables have varying proportions of protein, but not 
enough for them to be classed as protein foods. 
Legumes—beans, 
peas and lentils—have a 
comparatively 
high 


amount of protein. Baked beans, for instance, have 21 per cent. However, 
the protein of legumes and grain are not complete, that is they do not 
contain al) of the elements necessary for for body building and body re- 
pair—no matter what the advertisements say—so they should not be 
depended upon for the full supply. 
Animal proteins, with the exception of gelatine, are complete, and 


the protein of nuts is complete. We know that man's nearest animal 
relative, the ape, depends on them for his protein supply. And 
those 


nuts that have been investigated, have proved complete for other ani- 
mals also. 
,, 
The animal proteins, with the exception of milk, leave an acid reac- 


tion in the bofiy. So do breads and cereals, and It is very harmful for 
any length of time to have too many foods leaving acid reaction. There- 
fore more vegetables and fruits which leave alkaline reactions and more 
of the protein dishes made of nuts or milk should be taken. 


Did you ever try a raw vegetable and nut loaf?' Do try it. I am. 


sure vou" will like it. Tou can make it as follows: 
Two cupfuls of finely chopped vegetables. (A mixture of any 


kind you like.) 


One cupful of finely chopped nuts. 
Two tablespoonfuls of oil and one of lemon juice, or two run 


tablespoonfuls of mayonnaise dressing. 
Paraely, green peppers, minced onion or a tiny bit of crushed 


garlic to flavor.

Loeb,

thermic coefficient," which is ex- 
ilained as lollows: 


At a grivcn temperature chemical 


reaction takes place with a cer- 
tain speed; then, for every elevation 
of ten degrees in the temperature 
he speed increases a certain num- 
ber of times, and the increase is 
called the thermic coefficient of the 
reaction. In general this coefficient 
n chemical reactions lies between 
2 and 3. while in physical reactions 
t is less than 2. Xow, many vital 
manifestations have a 
thermic co- 


efficient of about 3, and 
this 
has 


been used as an argument to prove

Xow Loeb pointed out that if the

death of ananimal or plant are ot 
the same nature us those which gov- 
ern its development—as others had 
affirmed—then the 
coefficient 
of 


temperature' related to the duration 
of life ought to be the 
same as 


that related to the rapidity of its de- 
velopment.

mlnutes; at 31 degrees, a< minute 
and a half 
This gave as the ther 


i.-iic coefficient related to the dura- 
lion of life the enormous figure of 
1,000, -\vhi~h Is 333 times greater 
than shown in chemical reactions. 


So Loeb rejected the doctrine that 


both the development of a living 
creature arid Its death (accidental 
causes eliminated), are the result 
of a long series of chemical re- 
actions, all of the same nature. He 
left the character of the destruc- 
tive causes leading to old age and 
death unexplained, but Inspired to 
a flight of -what will surely be 
called scientific Imagination if ever 
tho conclusion to which it led is 
finally confirmed, he suggested that 
it might be possible to greatly in- 
crease tho duration of the life of 
the higher animals by simply in- 
ducing 
a 
slight 
lowering 
of 


the 
internal temperature of their 


bodies. 


For some reason the temperature 


of. human blood is always In a 
state of health, about 98 or 99 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. At that temppr- 
aturo the human machine runs dur- 
ing a maximum time of 100 years. 
Lower it 1 degre.6 Centigrade and 
the machine would (perhaps) run 
during 200 years. No man can fore- 
see all the consequences in human 
affairs 
that 
would 
result 
from 


doubling the duration of life. 


But, supposing the effect to be as 


predicted, how could the lowering 
of internal temperature be brought 
about? Would continued residence 
in a cold climate effect such a re- 
sult? There Is an observation ot 
Loeb's which might be thought to 
Indicate that he had some such idea 
for he calls attention to the fact 
that tho number of individuals 
among the animals inhabiting tiic 
polar seas Is large probably becauso 
the length of Ufa there la relatively 
long. 


"Keep cool,"—i. o., avoid heating 


the blood by undue excitement—ia 
an Immemorial popular prescrip- 
tion for Inducing iong life- Perhaps 
wo might now write it, "Keep an 
eye on your thermic coefficient."
